In writing about greece from 
Reme,’ one is 
profound <clifferences between 
the two. The very stones of 
Rome .proclaim power, conquest, 
luxury—and blood. One under- 
Stands fascism in Rome. But not 
in Greece-—and there is no fase- 
ism im Greece except in the ex- 
traordinary semantics of eom- 
munism. The Greeks founded the 
Byzantine Empire, but gets 
increasingly Byzantine the fur- 
ther it gets from Greece. Even 
Greek monuments are not 
ossal.. They are very 
lovely and perfect. 
The Greek people live by til- 
ling stubborn land, much of it 
precipitous mountain slopes a 
life of poverty and toil. There 
are no great latifundian estates, 
The land lies in simail 
around the villages where the 
farmers hve, in which there is 
a high degree of self-government 
and independence -With not 
nearl¥Y enough influence on the 
capital.

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NEW YORK A great cul- 
tural contribution to our time 
has heen furnisbed by Prof. 


Paul Weston of capital records. 
Professor Weston has just ex- 
plained BOP so that you and I 
may understand it. <A “bop- 
tionary,” or glossary of the 
bopster’s terminology, is also 
included. 

This is really the secord great 
cultural contribution that cap 
ital has supplied in the last six 
months. The other was an al- 
bum of records in which no mel- 
ody played only back- 
ground arrangements. This was 

to provide musical accompani- 
ment for people who practice 
the carnet at home, and 
to encourage kitchen singing on 
Saturday night. 

BOP, as I understand it, is a 
kind of musical outrage for 
which some people profess a 
fondness.

The reason is not unexplain- 
able at all; the bopper has not 
vet climbed sufficiently high on 
the evolutionary treee to be able 
to form the other letters.

BOP, or BE-POP, was first 


popularized by one Dizzie Gil- 
lespie, I believe, who explained

Prof. Weston tells us that the 


basic clement of BOP harmony 
is “the flatted fifth’, which 
means that the fifth note from 
the root of the chord is drop- 
ped a_ half-tone.

Know (1) the number where 
the parent can be reached; (2) 
the doctor's number; (3) how to 
call the police; (4) new to call 
the fire department. 

Use burglar tactics in getting

switches, telephone, clothes for 
the baby are located before the 
mother leaves. 

Keep constant watch to guard 
against accidents.

| minister medicines or take care 
of anything but sup¢rficial cuts 
or injuries.
